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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that there is no 
reason to combine Ostrow and Aoki because both teach independent treatments for osteoporosis, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Ostrow teaches treatment of osteoporosis via electromagnetic stimulation. In contrast, Aoki teaches the treatment of a symptom of 
osteoporosis, i.e. pain. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to combine the two as complimentary treatments for 
osteoporosis. Regarding applicant's argument that Ostrow fails to teach the frequency of the electromagnetic signals as being between 1- 
30Hz, Ostrow teaches that the treatment waveform sent to the electromagnetic coils has a frequency of 25 pulse/sec which is equivalent to 
25 Hz. Since the current pulses to the coils cause subsequent pulsing of the coils, the frequency of the signals also pulses at 25Hz. 
Regarding applicant's argument that Becker fails to teach treating osteoporosis, Becker clearly states the method can be used to treat 
osteoporosis [par. 0042]. Therefore, it would have been obvious to combine the treatment as taught by Aoki with Becker since they can be 
used to treat the same condition. Regarding applicant's argument that Becker fails to teach electromagnetic signals with a frequency of 1- 
30Hz and a field strength of 1-20G, Becker clearly teaches providing electromagnetic signals within those ranges [see abstract.]. Regarding 
applicant's arguments that Waltonen fails to teach increasing bone density with electromagnetic signals, Waltonen clearly teaches using 
electromagnetic pulses for promoting bone growth [col. 1, II. 12-20]. Further, Waltonen clearly teaches the possibility of using 
electromagnetic pulses with a frequency between 1-30Hz [col. 3, II. 36-60] and field strength between 1-20G [col. 3, I. 56-57], as previously 
stated in the final office action dated 3/17/08. Therefore, the rejections are upheld. 
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
